Well Known 


California’s large and _hand- 
somely housed university system 
with its far-flung campuses, is 
widely known. The general pub- 
lic sees it through the televised 
football programs which show not 
merely the teams at play and 
the huge student cheering sections, 
but throw in also a few views 
of the campus and the buildings. 


What is not well known is that 
California also is far ahead with 
an expanding system of junior 
colleges. The state now has 67 
such institutions. Each is main- 
tained by an autonomous school 
district. 


These colleges are perhaps the 
answer to the annually accel- 
erated total of college students. 
The drop-outs at four-year col- 
leges and universities are numer- 
ous. In some of the more de- 
manding institutions the drop-outs 
are one of every three or four 
entering. 7 


The junior college has no 
campus, It serves an urban com- 
munity. It is not a football or 
basketball factory. It may pro- 
vide some tennis courts or a play 
field where volunteer’ student 
groups may exercise. Not all do. 
In California, the secondary school 
graduates who have  demon- 
strated ability and a will to go 
to college, enter the state uni- 
versity and state college system. 
The others go to junior colleges. 


Curriculum 


The curriculum in these col- 
leges is on a par with that in the 
university. After two years in 
these colleges the student pretty 
well knows whether he is college 
material, and more important, has 
more nearly arrived at what he 
would like to ‘‘take’’ as majors 
in his junior and senior years 
and whether he will want to do 
graduate work. 


A newly established Division of 
Higher Education of the State De- 
partment of Education is proceed- 
ing with plans to so organize the 
standards of the junior colleges 
that they relate more directly to 
those of the university and the 
state college system. 

The American system demands 
that every child be given his 
chance to become a participating 
member of our society. Obviously 
there are many who are deficient 
in ability to keep up with the 
competitive demands of college 
and university classrooms. There 
are others who will not be compe- 
tent in the secondary school 
courses which prepare only for 
college. 

Therfore, California has, and 
is strengthening, a system of vo- 
cational education geared to to- 
day's technology, not to old- 
fashioned agriculture, or operat- 
ing tools and machines which are 
no longer used or soon will be 
p ~’ ed out by automation. 


Nowhere is the educational fer- 
ment as exciting as in California.

cause ‘‘whatever our personal 
feelings about the hairtuts hap- 
pen to be, we feel that there 
are many more important mat- 
ters to be dealt with.’ 


“I think that the principal in 
Perry may have been a little 
foolish in the handling of the mat- 
ter, and that. before this is over, 
he might wish he had done it 
another way.

up.” 


Assistant Superintendent C. L. 
Harper, of the DeKalb County 
Board of Education, said that 
there was no ruling in the coun- 
ty’s high school handbook for 
students regarding hair or dress. 


‘We have not had to worry 
about the problem,” he said. 


Gordon High Principal John 
Craig said he felt that “there is 
no question but that such a rule 
on haircuts is outside the legal 
bounds of the school administra- 


tion.”’ 
However, Craig added, ‘“‘the 
ducktail is generally regarded, 


even by many of the people who 
wear them, as the trademark 
of a young hoodlum. Certainly 
not everyone who wears them is 
that kind, but it happens to be 
the general feeling.”’ 


Principal Foster Goolsby of 
Cross Keys High School said that 
he feels there is a ‘“‘fairly close 
correlation between student at- 
titudes and appearances, but I 
wouldn’t push the issue of hair 
styles just on that basis ... I 
would wait for the correlation to 
arise.”’ 


Fulton County Superintendent 
of Education Paul D. West de- 
scribed matters of hair style in 
the school levels as “entirely per- 
sonal,”’ containing a ‘“‘fine line 
of responsibility.’’ 


“‘We have many students with 
ducktails in our schools,’’ he ad- 
mitted. ‘‘And there is no official 
board ruling or feeling against 
ducktails. All 10 of our schools 
under this board operate pretty 
much the same way along these 
lines.”’ 


The State Board of Education 
has no policies against such hair- 
cuts and the individual policies 


are Icft up to the local school 
boards, Dr. Allen Smith, assistant 


state superintendent of schools, 


said. 


One exception from a_ high 
school principal on the subject of 
ducktails came from Principal 
Bert Fulford at Druid Hills High 
School. 


“T would advise a boy to cut 
it off,’’ he said in reference to 
the question of a ducktail enter- 
ing his school. Mr. Fulford of- 
fered no solution to the problem 
of a student failing to comply.

Economic Isolation from Trade Barriers 


Word from Washington has it that Sen. 
Herman Talmadge will act as floor man- 
ager for any reciprocal trade legislation 
which may come before the Senate next 
vear. If the report is true, the Georgia 
senator will have an opportunity to per- 
form a great national service. 

Whether it be merely an extension of 
the President's authority to negotiate trade 
agreements under present limits or 
whether it be a broadening of that au- 
thority, such legislation is of vital im- 
portance to this country and to the free 
world. We trust that Sen. Talmadge will 
take a good look at changing conditions in 
that world and what they can mean to us. 

First. of course, is the increasing com- 
petition for trade from the Communist 
bloc. But emerging as an even greater 
factor is the European Common Market, 
members of which now provide the larg- 
est market for U.S. goods. If the 18 coun-

tries of Western Eurove unite, as they 
rapidly are doing, they will form the 
most formidable economic unit on earth 
outside the United States. 

Cooperation with the Common Market 
countries in reciprocal trade and a move 
toward freer trade in all nations outside 
the Communist orbit are essential to our 
own long-range economic health. Protec- 
tionsim and trade wars can only reduce 
our already precarious competitive po- 
sition. 


The combined economic strength of 
the West can meet any Communist threat 
indefinitely. Divisions and destructive ri- 
valry will have the opposite effect, in- 
cluding eventual economic isolation of 
this country from major world markets. 

No doubt Sen. Talmadge knows these 
things and will guide his thinking and 
actions accordingly.

North Carolina, which through the 
vears has given the South more leader- 
ship in education than any other state, 
surprised even itself, and dismayed its 
universities and community colleges, by 
defeating bond issues which would have 
provided desperately needed money for 
the present and the expanding enrollment 
of the future.

The important thing 
is that a careful reading of his 
10-page statement shows Gen. 
Walker to be the first real candi- 
date for ‘‘the man on horseback’ 
since Dallas publisher E. M. 
(Ted) Dealey told President Ken- 
nedy that that is what the people 
want. 

Walker’s thesis is not new. He 
says we are at war, without dif- 
ferentiating between kinds of war. 
He says we have been infiltrated 
and that there is in government 
“‘a scheme of subversion” trace- 
able back through the last 30 
years, without pinpointing the in- 
filtrators or tracing the scheme. 
He says we must have total vic- 
tory, without defining it.

“The difference between you 
and me, Mr. Dealey, is that I was 
elected president of this country 
and you were not and I have the 
responsibility for the lives of 180 
million Americans, which you 
have not.” 

Then he said that he would be 
certain this nation’s security was 
really at stake before he took any 
action that would put the people in 
jeopardy of a nuclear exchange. 


Those are not the words of a 
man on horseback. They promise 
no easy solutions, no quick suc- 
cesses, They are brave, respon- 
sible words. 

‘I’m just as tough as you are, 
Mr. Dealey,”’ the President told 
him, He’s really a lot tougher, be- 
cause the Dealeys, the Walkers, 
the Thurmonds and the Goldwa- 
ters are not really tough at all. 
They have lost the way, not the 
President.

WASHINGTON—In time and energy, Presi- 
dent Kennedy has paid a high price for the per- 
sonal friendship of world statesmen, but some-

times the results are equal to the cost. This has been true of his 
conversations with Prime Minister Nehru of India, not because they 
agreed about the contemporary political issues of testing nuclear 
weapons or defending Southeast Asia—they didn’t agree at all on 
these—but because Nehru emphasized things which Washington is 
sometimes inclined to minimize or forget. 


For example, Nehru arrived in 
the capital at a time when Wash- 
ington was preoccupied with mili- 
tary power and economic growth 
and other material things, but 
Nehru talked, not about the power 
of America, but about its spirit 
and philosophy. 

“Whenever I have come here,” 
he said, “‘I have been deeply im- 
pressed not only by the magnifi- 
cent achievements of this great 
country, but, if I may say so, 
even more so by the popular good- 
will and friendship that I met 
everywhere, The relationships of 
countries are more basic, | think, 
or should be more basic, than 
temporary political events that 
happen.” 

In his private conversations at 
the White House and elsewhere 
here, he has struck this same 
theme: that spirit is also power, 
that the imponderables of life are 
sometimes more important than 
the ponderables of politics, and 
that these things should not be 
forgotten in the savage contro- 
versies of the cold war. 

Nehru's point was that Amer- 


‘ita was not alone now in having 


material power, but that, in the 
struggles of the contemporary 
world, it had a human power to 
add to its material power and 
that this should not be underesti- 
mated, especially in its relations 
with Asia. 


For example, in his discussions 


here on the problem of Laos and 
South Viet Nam, Nehru has em- 


phasized that it was important to 
think, not only of opposing the 
power of the Communist invaders, 
but of the consequences of send- 
ing American troops into the front 
lines there. 

His view, right or wrong, is 
that American intervention would 
not only tarnish the American 
reputation in that part of the 
world, but give the Communists 
precisely what they need, namely, 
the argument that they were fight- 
ing ‘“‘foreign intervention’ by 
white troops from the West. 

He believes that the Soviet 
Union has intervened in Viet Nam 
and Laos, not to help the Chinese 
Communists there, but to prevent 
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Ing; 
body else in the free world about 
the immigration of millions of 
Chinese Communists into Tibet, 
and the pressure of China’s rising 
population, now increasing by 16,- 
000,000 a year, for living room 
areas between Communist China 
and the Indian border. 

Accordingly, Nehru's visit, com- 
ing as it does just when Gen. 
Maxwell Taylor has returned from 
Viet Nam with his report on what 
President Kennedy should do 
there, at least gives Washington 
a wider view of the problem.

Tuition Grants Seen As Potential Means 


Of ‘Tremendous Saving To the Public’ 


Atlanta — The outcry of gov- 
ernment school administrators — 
and of The Atlanta Constitution — 
that tuition grants will destroy 
government-operated schoois, re- 
veals a startling lack of confi- 
dence in government-operated 
schools. 

It is most unlikely that tuition 
grants will ever approach the to- 
tal cost of educating a child in 
a government-operated school. 
Therefore, if parents take their 
children out of government-con- 
trolled schools and enroll them in 
privately managed schools, it 
could only be because they be- 
lieve the latter will do a much 
better job at a lower cost. 

There is reason to believe that 
this may be true. No government 
monopoly has ever been able to 
compete with private enterprise 
except with an overwhelming 
subsidy.

It is said that most of the par- 
ents who send their children to 
privately operated schools are 
rich; therefore tuition grants bene- 
fit chiefly the rich. If rich par- 
ents send their children to 
privately managed schools, and 
pay double for the privilege, it can 
only be because they believe such 
schools are much better. In a 
democratic society the advan- 
tages of a- privately managed 
school should not be confined to 
the rich, particularly when such 
schools would save public money. 

On this issue the proponents of 
government monopoly in educa- 
tion are completely inconsistent. 
They have been insisting that the 
growing population of pupils will 
swamp present school facilities 
and the federal government must 
take over and appropriate bil- 
lions. At the same time they 
argue that if thousands or mil- 
lidns of pupils go to privately op- 
erated schools rather than to gov- 
ernment-operated schools, it will 
not save the government schools 
any money at all. One of these 
arguments must be wrong. 

Obviously, if the state can get 
children educated for the amount 
of the tuition grants proposed, it 
would be a tremendous saving to 
the public.

be done about increasing the 
capacity of the training schools so 
that Georgia children will not 
have to be kept in common jails. 


“It looks to me like the state 
has about half the training school 
facilities it needs,”’ Sheriff Lunce- 
ford said. ‘“‘I don’t know who is 
responsible for getting more facili- 
ties, but I want to find out so 
something can be done about this. 
It’s hard to keep growing boys 
locked up in a jail.” 


“They need supervision,” he 
added. ‘“‘And they need to be out 
working off their energy.’ 


Last week, the state found va- 
cancies in training schools for 
two youths, one 10 and the other 
13, who had been in the Wilkes 
jail about two weeks. By the 
time the two were taken to a 
training school, another youth was 
placed in the jail on a burglary 


charge, and Wednesday still an- 
other boy was jailed here when 
his family could not raise funds 
to pay off a fine for a burglary 
charge. 


An escaped convict was caught 
and spent 10 days in the same 
jail with the youthful offenders 
recently. 


The jail does not have cells as 
such. Instead it has sleeping cu- 
bicles, all of which are connected 
by a ‘“‘run around” corridors. The 
boys spend most of their time in 
the run around. 


“At night they start yelling 
and hollering and we have to go 
quieten them down, Lunceford 
said. 


“And some of them like to 
throw their shoes out the win- 
dow and sail paper plates through 
the bars. But we put a stop to 
that. 


“I think they've got 


a deck of | 


=, 
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cards up there and they play set- 
back. I went up there last night 
and all the Negroes and white 
boys. were sitting around together 
and playing set-back."’ 


While the sheriff talked with a 
reporter Wednesday, a_ teen-age 
Negro boy suspected of stealing 
an electric iron was brought be- 
fore him. 


The sheriff said later, ‘We'll 
have to work out something about 
this. | don’t want to have to put 
another boy in jail.”’ 


The jail floor 1s littered with 
paper, none of the bunks had been 
made and the sheriff said some of 
the boys have a habit of tearing 
up mattress covers and urinating 
on the floor.

Powdered — 
Milk Seized 
In Chatham 


Campbell Calls 


Shipment Illegal 


A charge of illegal shipment of 
milk powder has been made in 
Savannah where a milk price war 
has resulted in milk being sold 
for as low as 11'2 cents per quart. 


Phil Campbell, commissioner 
of agriculture, said 600 pounds of 
illegal milk powder was found by 
department inspectors on a truck 
from the Sewell Dairy Supply 
Co. of Atlanta. ; 


The truck was parked in the 
yard of Roberd’s Dairy in Savan- 
nah. 


GETS CONFUSED 


Cliff Roberd, owner of the 
dairy, said he had no knowledge 
of the shipment. A Sewell spokes- 
man also stated that Roberd 
knew nothing of the milk powder, 
that a shipment of empty milk 
cartons was being made to 
Roberd at the time. 


The Sewell spokesman said the 
milk powder was to be shipped 
to Lake City, Fla., and that the 
driver of the truck, Tillman Moore, 
knew nothing of the powder. 


He said Moore got confused 
when inspectors asked about the 
milk powder and said it was going 
to a plant in Macon. 


NOT LABELED 


Campbell said it was later 
learned that no such plant existed 
in Macon. 


The spokesman for the Sewell 
firm said the milk powder was 
not labeled because this was not 
believed necessary when the 
powder is shipped to another 
state. 


The spokesman said the milk 
powder was loaded on the Sew- 
ell truck Monday and was to 


have been sent to Florida Wed- 
nesday. | 


REQUIRES PERMIT | 


The milk powder was seized | 
Tuesday. | 


Campbell said a milk powder 
shipment requires a Georgia im- 
port permit number secured from | 
the Department of Agriculture: | 
a copy of the invoice stating the | 
amount, origin and destination of 
the shipment; laboratory grading 
certificate, and a bill of lading. 


A spokesman for the Sewell 
firm said the absence of these 
papers with the milk powder was 
an “oversight on the part of the 
Shipping clerk,’’ according to 
Campbell.

Meanwhile, Savannah milk men | 
voiced the opinion Wednesday | 
that the expected increased con- | 
sumption of milk had -not fol- | 
lowed the price war there. :

Georgia and Sa- 
vannah NAACP president. con- 
firmcd Wednesday a report that 
the group’s counsel is preparing 
to file a suit in federal court. 


Law said: “This should occur | 
in the next couple of weeks.” He |

He said the suit would be filed | 
in Savannah federal court ‘‘at the | 
request of several Negro parents | 
who have children in_ school' 
here.”

A high ranking Orange Bowl offi- 
cial told us last Friday night that Tech 
is positively the team most wanted to 
oppose either Colorado or Missouri. By 
trimming Missouri Saturday, Colorado 
sealed the Big Eight berth in Miami. 
Aware that Tech will be installed as 
the twnderdog against Alabama, the 
man said that the Orange Bowl would 
welcome Tech even if the Engineers 
lost another game. 


As Dodd and his staff remind 
one and all, Tech’s No. 1 goal at 
the moment is bowling over Tennessee in Knoxville Saturday 
afternoon. The upset-minded Vols can balance the books on a 


disappointing season by knocking off their ancient enemies from 
the Flats. 


If Tech disposes of Tennessee handily and shocks Alabama, 
there's a possibility that Dodd’s men may wind up smelling roses. 
The Big Ten folks still have the inside rail in Pasadena, but the 
Big Five has the door open on the SEC.

UCLA is the best bet to represent the Coast, and the Uclans 
already have lost to Ohio State. Minnesota went bowling last year 
and might not be eager to return. Of course Michigan State is not 
out of the picture. 


Alabama reportedly has attracted more attention in Pasadena 
than any team outside the Big Ten family. But it’s a matter of 
record that Tech made quite an impression in that area by bopping 
Southern Cal, 27-7, in the season opener. The Rose Bowl is a long 
shot, but Tech isn't out of it. 


Bowl promoters and TV sponsors are aware that Tech has 
played in 14 bowl games, more than any other college. And the 
Engineers boast an unprecedented post-season record of 11 vic- 
tories. Dodd, who has produced nine bowl teams, had never 
lost until Arkansas nipped his Engineers, 14-7, in the 1960 Gator 
Bowl. 


The Gator Bowl certified Tech's popularity in Jacksonville that 
season that inviting a four-time loser, 


We talked with Gator Bowl officials in Baton Rouge Saturday 
night and they readily admitted Tech would be welcomed in Jax. 
‘‘We took Tech once with four defeats,” the Gator delegate said. 
*‘They can’t possibly lose more than that this year.”’ 


A few minutes later a prominent member of the Sugar Bowl 
committee paused for a chat in the LSU press box. ‘Tech. is high 
on our list.’’ he said. ‘‘We haven’t had Tech in the Sugar Bow!

The Rose Bow! is still Grandaddy of ‘em all, and 
Tech made its first and last appearance in Pasadena in 1929. The 
Engineers defeated California, 8-7, in an historic epic in which Roy

season, forget about it if you’re wrong, and announce that bowl 
promoters confirmed a story first printed here last June, if 
you're right. 


Bowl agreements can’t be signed until season's end, but no 
one is naive enough not to believe that most pacts need only the 
official signature at that late hour.

Duckling Challenges 


Sportsman’s Talents

The hunting season is upon us once more and 
the halloo of the hunter is heard in the land. 


Down through the corridors of history ring 
the halloos and tallyhos—blended with the cry of 
the hounds, the twang of the arrows and the 
ping of fired buckshot. 


Red caps and bright plaid coats complete the 
scene in the fields, woods and swamps. And that 
is where the challenge of harvest splendor lies. 


While it’s the hunter’s challenge to Bring home 
the game, it’s mom’s challenge to cook it! And 
whether your husband brings home wild or su- 
permarket game, it merits exciting cookery. 


In northern Europe—the British Isles, Belgium 
and Germany—country gentlemen really did live 
off the land. The passion was for breeding first- 
class stock, for shooting and hunting—and for 
gardening. With Brussels sprouts flourishing in 
the manor garden and game to be had for the 
taking in the woods, life was complete—even if 
it were not your garden nor your woods! 


In Germany, kaiser and courtiers rode deep 
into the Black Forest, risking the wicked tusks 
of the wild boar so that they could have him for 
supper—stuffed, with an apple in his mouth and 
a garland of rosemary about his neck. 


In England, the laird had his grouse—fresh 
from the Scottish moors. The country’ squire, 
from Cornwall to Lincolnshire, drowsed in his gun 
room of an autumn afternoon—looking forward to 
a dinner of wild wood pigeon taken on his own 
preserve. 


The chateaux in the beautiful Ardennes Forest 
were built long ago by the kings of Belgium as 
shooting lodges. From the Belgian woods and 
marshlands came wild ducks and pheasants and 
young buck deer. 


Game birds and Brussels sprouts combine as 
tastefully today as they have for centuries past. 
But these sprouts are ever so delicately under- 
cooked, in the modern manner, to preserve their 
graceful shape, their tender crispness and bril- 
liant color. 


For the armchair sportsman who is content 
to let the supermarket do the foraging or for the 
hunter who brings home a bag of wild 
birds, this recipe for duckling is delectable. 
BLAZED DUCKLING WITH bRUSSEL SPROUTS 

1 4- to 5-pound duckling 
Salt and pepper 
medium oranges 
pkg. frozen Brussels sprouts, partially 
thawed 
Orange-Brandy Sauce 
cup brandy, for blazing 


Sprinkle duckling with salt and pepper. Place 
on rack in shallow roasting pan. Bake in slow 
oven of 325 degrees. for 2% to 3 hours. Mean- 
while, make Brussels sprout orange cups as fol- 
lows: Cut slices for top of each orange; scoop 
out pulp and reserve for Orange-Brandy Sauce 
given below. Notch or scallop edges of orange 
cups and fill with Brussels sprouts. During last 
30 minutes of roasting, drain drippings off duck- 
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or watercress if desired. Pour remaining Orange- 
Brandy Sauce into serving bow! or chafing dish. 
Heat % cup brandy; add to sauce and ignite. 
Pour sauce, while still blazing, over duckling and 
orange cups. 


ORANGE-BRANDY SAUCE 
Orange pulp, from orange cups

Force orange pulp through food mill. Combine 
orange puree and juice with currants, honey and 
brandy.

Insert potato and onion in cavity of each duck. 
Place ducks in roasting pan, on top of stove, and 
add enough boiling water so ducks are half cov- 
ered.

Dry ducks, discard onions and po- 
tatoes, and insert 1 peeled whole tangerine in 
cavity of each. Cover ducks with bacon strips, 
tie legs and tie string around birds to hold bacon 
in place. Place, breast up, on roasting rack in 
pan. Sprinkle with paprika, and add a little 
water to pan. Preheat oven to 400 degrees. Roast 
duck 40 minutes, basting frequently with a little 
boiling water. Remove bacon strips. Turn oven 
up to 475 degrees and roast duck a few minutes 
longer, until browned. Cut all strings away, and 
discard. Place ducks on warmed platter. Carve 
and serve.

Repeat with all 
vegetables, lastly the meat. Combine soy sauce, stock or bouillon, 
sugar, salt, pepper and 1 cup water and pour over the contents of 
the skillet. Cover and simmer for 10 minutes. An electric fry 
pan is very good for this. Do not stir and be sure you serve di- 
rectly from the pan.

When looking for a good 
tongue twister, follow Peter Pi- 
per's lead and pick a peck of 
pickled peppers. When looking 
for a good dinner, you're apt to 
pick stuffed peppers instead. 


Stuffed peppers have become 
a menu classic for several rea- 
sons. They fit the family budg- 
et, virtually cook themselves, 
make an attractive, flavorful 
dish, and lend themselves to all 
sorts of variations. 


Among these variations, Bra- 
villian stuffed peppers deserve 
notice. Brazil nuts add to the 
appeal of stuffed peppers—and 
many other dishes—because of 
their subtly sophisticated flavor 
and their crisp texture. 


They lend distinction to the 
ground beef mixture which fills 
the green. pepper shells, giving 
it exotic overtones. Brazilian 
peppers are the kind of dish 
that makes shy people wonder 
what made them taste so good 
and holder people ask for the 
recipe. 


To add to the effect of your 
stuffed peppers, choose herbs 
wisely and use them well. A lit- 
tle thyme gives the meat filling 
individuality. A little chopped 
parsley gives it extra color and 
pungent freshness. 


And when it comes to the to- 
mato sauce, season it with basil, 
the tomato’s age-old partner. 
Every well - stocked kitchen 
needs an herb shelf. 


BRAZILIAN STUFFED 
PEPPERS 
6 to & large green peppers 
1 th. ground beef 


1 tsp. salt 
14 tsp. each pepper and 
thyme 


3 cup chopped Brazil nuts 
1 thsp. chopped parsley 
1] thsp. minced onion 
2 cup evaporated milk

Cut crosswise slice from stem 
end of peppers, discard. Remove 


seeds from peppers. Sprinkle 
beef with salt, pepper § and 
thyme. Add remaining ingredi- 
ents, except tomato sauce and 
basil. Toss gentiv with fork to 
blend. Stuff beef mixture into 
green peppers. Place close to- 
gether in deep saucepan. Com- 
bine tomato sauce, basil and ‘sy 
cup water; blend. Pour over 


stuffed peppers. Place over me- 
dium heat; bring to boil. Cover 
with tight-fitting lid. Reduce 
heat; simmer 45 to 60 minutes 
or until peppers are tender. 
Yields 6 to 8 servings. 


Properly chilled in its well-. 
seasoned broth after cooking— 
and just as properly served with 
a creamy, cold sauce—‘'Salmon 
Rosemary” is a tasty treat. 


Salmon fillets are cooked 
briefly in a bouillon mixture 
perked up with rosemary 
leaves, instant minced onion, 
lemon juice and peppercorns, 
then chilled. 


To serve, cover them with a 
sauce of sour cream, hand- 
some ripe olive wedges, onion 
and vinegar. Dark ripe olives 
add delightful color contrast and 
hearty substance to the sauce.

Steamed puddings will soon 
find their place on the menus. 
And if you're a little unsure 
of this process, 
perhaps you 
need a refresh- 
er in this meth- 
od of cookery. 

Steaming 
means cooking 
by application 
of steam rath- 
er than by dry 


heat or heat 
from. boiling 
water > 


There are Patricia 
special steamers which resem- 
ble large double boilers in which 
the upper pan has perforations 
in the bottoms permitting the 
steam to circulate through. 


This type of equipment is 
a great convenience, but if the 
budget or the storage space 
will not permit the purchase of 
one, it is possible to improvise 
a steamer with equipment 
which may be already on hand. 


A good-sized saucepan, a flat- 
bottomed colander which fits 
inside it, and a lid which will 
cover the pan tightly with the 
colander in place, will make a 
satisfactory steamer for many 
foods. The water in the sauce- 
pan should never be permitted 
to touch the bottom of the col- 
ander when steaming is being 
done. 


A covered roasting pan may 
be converted into an oven 
steamer by placing a trivet or 
wire rack in the bottom to lift 
the foods above the surface of 
the water. This is useful for

puddings and other steamed 


foods. 


Steaming may also be done 
in an ordinary double boiler 
when the water is not permit- 
ted to touch the upper pan. 

Steamed pudding may also be 
made by pouring the batter di- 
rectly into the top of the double 
boiler, covering it and cooking 
over shallow boiling water until 
done. 


To steam puddings, fill the 
mold two thirds full of batter, 
fit cover on mold and place 
in the steamer. If mold, such 
as a clean tin can, has no lid, 
a piece of muslin folded two 
or three times to form a square 
may be tied over top of can 
in such a manner as to allow 
for generous rising and round- 
ing up of pudding at the top. 

Tie muslin securely around 
top of the can with twine. 
Then place a square of alu- 
minum foil over muslin and 
press around sides. Proceed 
with recipe instructions. 

MILK SUBSTITUTE 

If you wish to use evaporated 
milk in a recipe for baked 
goods which calls for fresh 
milk, dilute the evaporated milk 
with water in the proportion of 


2 parts water to 1 part evapo- 
rated milk. 

For example, in a cake or 
biscuit recipe calling for 1 cup 
fresh milk, use %4 cup evapo- 
rated milk diluted with %4 cup 
water, 


For other cooked foods such 
as custards and sauces, dilute 
the evaporated milk with an 
equal quantity of water. This 
produces a milk which is the 
equivalent in food value of the 
same amount of fresh milk. 


If a recipe for cocoa calls 
for 1 quart fresh milk, use 2 
cups evaporated milk diluted 
with 2 cups water. 


If you are whipping evapo-

rated milk instead of cream, 
use the full-strength evaporated 
milk. But to whip successfully, 
chill evaporated milk before 
beating. Also, chill the beaters 
and bowl. 


By adding 1 to 2 teaspoons 
of lemon juice to each cup of 
milk, the whipped cream tends 
to hold its stiffness better.
